1. The Royal Indian Engineering College is primarily maintained under the orders 
of the Secretary of State for India in Council, in view to the education of candidates from 
this country for the service of Government in the Indian Publio Works and Telegraph 
Departments, the Accounts Branch of the Public Works Department, the Traffic Branch of 
the Indian State Railways, and the Forest Department; but it is open, to the extent of the 
acoommodation available, to other persons being British subjects desirous of following the 
course of study pursued in it. . 

2. Admission to the College is under the orders of the President, who will allot 
accommodation as may best seoure the object for which the College is primarily maintained, 
namely, tho training aud recruitment of the European element in the Departments mentioned

Receivable orders, with full direc- 
tions as to the mode of payment, will be forwarded from the India Office to the parents 
or — shortly before the fees fall due. A student wiil not be allowed to come into 
residence or to start for or continue his study of foreign forests until his fee for the term 
has been paid.

16. Within a month of his nomination as Assistant Conseryator, each nomineo must

17. ‘the pay of an Assistant Conservator of Forests will begin from the date of 
reporting arrival in India. Probationers who acquit themselves creditably during their 
course at Cooper's Hill College will begin on a salary of Rs. 350 a month. It will, however, 
rest with the President of the College to decide whether any of the probationers, though 
they have obtained the College diploma in Forestry, have failed to deserve that rate of 
initial salary. Such probationers, if any, will begin on a salary of Rs. 250 a month; and 
this difference of salary will continue until the first departmental examination is passed 
in India. Officers entering the Forest Service will be required to contribute a subscription 
ranging from a compulsory mivimum of 5 per cent. up toa voluntary maximum of JQ 
per cent. of their salary to the Forest Offivers’ Provident Fund. Such contributions, 
with compound interest, will accumulate till the date of retirement, when the total sum 
will be paid to the contributor, or, in the event of death before retirement, to his legal 
representative. 

18. Promotion, leave, and pension will be governed by the regulations laid down by 
the Government of India and made applicable to Forest officers, such regulations being 
subject to any modifications or alterations which may be made in them from time to time 
by the Government of India, and their interpretation in case of any doubt arising bein 
left to ‘that Government. The pension rules applicable to Public Works and Telegraph 
officers appointed from Cooper’s Hill College have been extended to Forost officers 
appointed from England, and the Inspector-General of Forests and Consorvators of the 
Ist grade are now eligible for the extra pension of Rs, 1,000 per annum admissible to an 
officer after at least three ‘years of approved service as a head of a department in any 
province, if considered deserving of the special concession. A copy of the Regulations

Letter from the Inspector-General of Police, ’No. 4430, dated the st April 1901, 
reporting gs the working of the Chittagong Pilgrim Camp during the season 
900- . 

As in previous years, the Inspector-General of Police, Lower Provinces, 
was placed in charge of the a ante for despatching pilgrims to the 
Hedjaz from the port of Chittagong during the season 1900-1901, and the report 
submitted by him deseribing the arrangements made for this purpose ig 
published herewith for general information. By the orders of the Government 
of India, pilgrimage was at first permitted, so far as Bengal was concerned, 

’ from: the bik ong Division only. Subsequently, however, on the represen- 
tation of the Muhammadan Literary Society of Calcutta, which was supported by 
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this Government, the orders were so far moiified as to permit of the pilgrim- 
age being made from the Chota Nagpur, Orissa, ashe and Kajshahi 
Divisions also. 

2. The pilgrim camp at Chittagong was*opened on Ist Decembor 1900, 
and the total number of pilgrims despatched was 2,270, of whom 1,791 
were from Bengal alone. They were sent in four steamers, the Ashru/, 
which sailed on the 3rd January 1901 with 629 pilgrims, the Taher, which 
sailed on the 27th January with 692 pilgrims, the Akbar, which sailed 
on the 16th February with 495 pilgrims, and the Mohammadi, which sailed on 
the 17th February with 454 pilgrims. As the 17th February was the latest 
date for sailing, and no pilgrims who left Chittagong after that date could 
oe Hedjaz in timo for the pilgrimage, the pilgrim camp was then 
closed. 

3. In order to prevent pilgrims from obtaining admission into the 
Chittagong camp by giving false addresses, the Inspector-General of Police 
suggosts that intending pilgrims should be required to obtain, before 
starting for Chittagong, a certificate of residence from the District Magistrate 
or Subdivisiona! Officer of the district or subdivision in which they per nanertl 
reside, bearing the left thumb impression of the person to whom it is issued. 
The suggestion commends itself to the Lieutenant-Governor, and the Govern- 
ment of India will be requested to sanction its adoption in the provinces from 
which pilgrimage may be permitted in future years. The proposal of the 
Magistrate to open a temporary station at the camp at which pilgrims can be 
detained without entering the town is also approved. ‘The proposal made by 
the Inspcetor-General to resirict the sale of railway tickets to Chittagong to 
such of the intending pilgrims only as have received the abovementioned 
certificates seems to the Lieutenant-Governor to be impracticable, and he is 
unable to sanction it. 

4. The number of pilgrims despatched from Chittagong shows a pro- 
gressive annual increase, the numbers being as follows :— 

1897.98 tee 708 | 1899-1900 w= 1,876 

1898-99 we 1,146 1900-1901 we 2,270 . 
The increasing numbers may constitute a danger to Chittagong, which is 
the only important port in Bengal now free from plague. In view of this the 
Magistrate has proposed that additional accommodation, which should be of the 
nature of an ‘ observation camp,” should be "ae up outside the pilgrim 
camp proper for the occupation of intending pilgrims for whom there is no 
room in the camp itself. This will be considered after the Inspector-General of 
Police has visited Chittagong an 1 discussed mattcrs with the local authorities 
and the Sanitary Commissioner. 

4. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to the Inspector- 
General of Police and to the gentlemen named by him for the excellent 
manner in which they carried out the work, ‘

‘Sind and Chittagong in the Lower Provinces, were closed to pilgrims for 
Mecca, and it was deciled that Chittagong should be the port of em ion 
for pilgrims from Bengal, Assam, Burma and the eastern portion of the North. 
Western Provinces and Oudb. The arrangements for the despatch of pilgrims 
from Chittagong were, asin the past three seasons, placed in my charge by 
Bengal Government (Manicipal Department) letter No. 9uT—P, dated the 
6th November 1900, * 

The ee for this season was at first closed against residents of the 
Bombay Presidency (excluding Sind}, the Madras Presidency, the Mysore 

State, Covrg, the Jullunder district of the Punjab, and Hoagst. excepting the 
Chittagong Division. Subsequently, by Indix Government letter No, 3032, 
dated the 22nd December 1900, the prohibition against residents of the Ducea, 
Rajshahi, Chota Nagpur and Orissa Divisions was withdrawn, 

3. (a) The pe of repairing the existing camp at Chittagong was com- 
menced in September last at an estimated cost of Rs. 4,017, and was completed 
in good time. The camp was originally designed to accommodate 800 pilgrims, 
and proved sufficient s» long as the complement of passengers for a single 
steamer had to be dealt with; but when permission was received at the end 
of December, as mentioned above, to admit residents of Dacca, Rajshahi, 
Chota Nagpur and Orissa, there was a rush of pilgrims from some of those 
Divisions, and it was found necessary to increase the accommodation, in order 
that all intending pilgrims might be shipped in time to arrive at Mecca before 
the principal day of the pilgrimage which this year fell on the 29th March, 

\2) Accordingly 14 additional barracks were constructed, and it was thus 
rossible to deal at the same time with the complement. of pilgrims for the twa 
ast streamers which were despatcied within a day of one another, 

(c) The camp, as it then stood, had accommodation for 1,500 pilgrims, A 
sum of Rs, 9,147 was expended onthe additions to the camp including the 
construction, at the instance of the Collector of Chittagong, of three sheds on 
the west of the railway line, which were provided on the recommendation of 

the Sanitary Commissioner for pilgrims awaiting admission to the camp. 

. (@) The land on which the camp proper stands belongs to the Assam- 
Borgal Railway Compiny, whch has kindly placed it temporarily at the dis- 
pout of Government, but the seds montioned above, on the further side of the 
railway line, are on a piece of arable land, about 20 acres in extent, which, it 
would appear from the District on Be 1eport forwarded to Government 
under the Commissioner’s memorandum No. 305P., dated the 8th Februar 
1901, has been taken over in an informal manner, and regarding which it is 
necessary now to decide whether it shall be given up or regularly acquired. 

The questions raised by the Commissioner are full y discussed in paragraph 
12 of this report dealing with the conservancy of the camp. 

4. On receipt of the orders of Government permitting the pilgrimage for 
this season, the usue] notice in English, Bengali and Urdu was circulated 
trough the agency of the Police in the tracts from which pilgrimage was 
permitted. Cupies weve also sent to the several Muhammadan Associations, 
The notices meationed the approximate date of sailing of the pilgrim steamers 
in| the conditions as to segregation, &c., imposed on intending pilgrims. The 
fare from Chittagong to Jeddah, including diet, was at first fixed at Rs, 80 per 
head. ‘This rate was adhered to for all the pilgrims who travelled by the first 
steamer, ‘The fare was later reduced to Rs. 75, end was maintained at that 
figure till the close of the season. , 

The pilgrims were also required to deposit with the Superintendent the 
amount of the railway and steamer faze for the return journey from the port 
of debarkation to their homes, 

A further charge of Rs. 3 per hedd for the fixed dues payable at Camaran 
and Jeddah was made on the pilgrims this year for the first time under 
Government order No, 3136™, dated the 22nd December 1940, ‘This money 
was handed over to the Agents of the Steamship Compauics who arranged for 
its payment to the Turkish authorities through the masters of the pilgrim 
Vosse!s,

The sale of tickets and collection of the return journey fares and the fixed 
dues payable to the Turkish authorities was carried out by the Superintendent 
of the Camp. 


5. A guard cf 8 head-constablee and 22 constables was deputed, as in 
former years, from surrounding districts for duty at the camp, in addition to 
the camp guard of 1 head constable and 4 constables sanctioned in Govern. 
ment order No, 274T.—.P., dated the 23rd J une 1899. With the extension of 
the aE to accommodate 1,500 pilgrims, the guard was strengthened by 2 head- 
constables and 15 constables drawn from other districts. As no extra force 
was entertained to replace the men so deputed, the policing of the camp did 
not involve any extra cost to Government on account of salary. The officers 
and men (all Muhammadans) were given free rations instead of batta, as was 
done in previous years,

Owing to the enlargement of the camp, a second clerk, sanctioned in 
Government order No. 468", dated the 20th F ebruary 1901, was engaged 
from the 24th January 1901 on Rs. 30 per mensem. His pay was reduced, 
however, from the Ist February to Rs. 15 per mensem. Under orders of 
Government, on Assistant Surgeon was deputed to have medical charge of the 
camp. . 


7. The camp opened on the 1st December 1900. The arrangements for 
diet, water-supply, lighting and conservancy were the same as in previous 
years. A full description has been given in previous reports and need not be 
repeated here. The women were, as in previous years, allotted separate 
buildings, with their own privies, bathing-platforms and drinking-water 
hydrants, the whole enclosed by a high fence to ensure privacy. It was 
necessary, in view of the increased number of pilgrims admitted towards the 
close of the season, to sink another well to supplement the supply from the two 
existing wells ©The Deputy Sanitary Commissioner remarked in his inspection 
reports that the covers of the wells were defective, and that there was risk of 
contamination owing to the pilgrims using their own buckets, &¢c., to draw. 
The Executive Engineer, Dacca Division, will be asked to provide proper 
Covers with padlocks before the noxt pilgrim season. 


8. The supply of food was entrusted to a contractor selected by the 
’ District Superintendent of Police, C iittagong. His stores wore inspocted daily 
-by the Assistant Surgeon.

The food was cooked before issue. Luxuries, such as poultry, tobacco, teas 
&c., were obtainable from the contractor at market rates. 

9. The number of pilgrims despatched during the season was 2,270. 
Some 500 others were turned back to their homes owing to the loss of the 
S.8. Kaisari, in which they were to have sailed. No other steamer could be 
procured at the time. . 

In the preceding years the numbers dk spatched were as follows:—

The progressive increase indicates that the objections, if any, which 
previonsly existed, to the restrictions imposed on the pilgrimage since 1897, 
when the system of camps was first started, are rapidly disappearing.

As regards the second proposal, #.¢., to construct an ‘“ observation camp,” 
- within which intending pilgrims, who after arrival cannot be accommodated in
